A clear 
and forcible speaker, Mr. Lawson proved to 
demonstration the grievances under which 
tenants at present labour in towns and cities, 
and supplied the remedy in the measure 
he ably introduced.

But there was only a majority of twenty-nine 
against the Bill—a remarkable diminution of the 
Ministerial majority, which generally ranges 
from seventy to 100 and more. Mr. Lawson, 
who deserves great credit for the leading part he 
has taken in the Leaseholds Enfranchisement 
movement, doubtless took heart of grace when 
he found Mr. Gladstone had come to town 
expressly to vote with him. It is highly essential 
that the Liberal programme should be strength- 
ened by a bold and comprehensive measure of 
Land Reform, comprising not only Leaseholds 
Enfranchisement, but also compensation for 
Improvements effected by tenants, and trans- 
position of a fair share of the fearful burden of 
taxation from the shoulders of impoverished 
householders to those of the opulent land- 
owners, and especially to millionaire Dukes who 
sordidly act still as feudal Lords on their extensive 
London estates. Mr. Gladstone’s voting with Mr. 
Harry Lawson may be accepted as a sign that 
the veteran Liberal Leader is alive to the necessity 
of reform in this direction. I trust this co- 
operation of the Grand Old Man with the Grand 
Young Man may mean the beginning of the end 
of an atrocious system of Landlord tyranny.

MR. PARNELL'S TRIAL. 


Tus Special Commission of inquiry into the 
alleged connection of Mr. Charles Stewart 
Parnell, M.P., and his colleagues with the foul 
Phoenix Park Assassinations and agrarian murders 
and outrages in Ireland appeared at one time 
to reach the culminating point of interest when 
the leading Counsel for the Times withdrew 
the letters admittedly forged by the late Mr. 
Richard Pigott. But the grand historic speech 
of Sir Charles Russell for the defence of Mr. 
Parnell in a great measure revived the interest 
of the public in this State inquisition; and now 
the examination and cross - examination of the 
Trish Nationalist Leader have given a fresh fillip 
to the protracted inquiry, which > 


SIR JAMES HANNEN 
(aided by Mr. Justice Day and Mr. Justice A. L. 
Smith) conducts with such rare impartiality that 
he has deservedly added to the honour in which 
he is held. Absolutely fair and unprejudiced, 
noble representative of the Bench, Sir James 
Hannen (soon to be Lord Hannen, in all proba- 
bility) will be implicitly trusted to give Parlia- 
ment a just and unbiassed report in his review of 
the trustworthy portions of the evidence sub- 
mittéd respectively by Sir Richard Webster on 
behalf of the Times newspaper, and by Sir 
Charles Russell on behalf of the Parnellite 
members. In a word, Sir James Hannen may be 
fully relied upon to sift the wheat from the chaff. 


ah MR. PARNELL, 
pallid, calm, self-possessed, first took his place 
in the witness-box to answer readily to the 
questions of Mr. Asquith, M.P., on the 71st day 
of the inquiry, April 30. Mr. Parnell denied 
Le Caron’s statements in toto, and ridiculed the 
suggestion that he asked Captain O’Shea to get 
him police protection, declaring that he never 
apprehended personal danger. After narrating 
the formation of ‘the National League, he came 
to the cheque for £100 sent to Frank Byrne, of 
which he gave an explanation, declaring that he 
had no knowledge or suspicion that Byrne had 
been implicated in the Phoenix Park murders, or 
in any similar conspiracy, and denying that he 


gave Byrne the cheque for the purpose of en- 
abling him to escape from justice. Mr. Parnell 
again denied that he had any foreknowledge 
whatever of the terrible murders by the ‘‘In- 
vincibles ”” in Pheenix Park, 
x x * ay 

The Attorney-General, on the seventy-second 
and following days, subjected Mr. Parnell to a 
severe cross-examination with reference to a 
statement he had twice. made that after 
1881 the Irish World was opposed to him. 
Mr. Parnell adhered to the statement, and was 
then confronted with paragraphs from the Irish 
World in which his work was praised, but physical 
force advocated as well. Mr. Parnell was pressed 
again and again, but all he could say was that he 
knew nothing of the paragraphs, that he had 
occasionally seen paragraphs in which he was 
opposed, and that he was told that the paper was 
opposed to the League. There was a long con- 
tention between the Attorney-General and Sir 
Charles Russell as to these paragraphs from the 
World bein g put in, but the evidence was allowed.

On the Friday of last week, Mr. Parnell’s 
patience was well-nigh exhausted. He was 
pressed by Sir R. Webster as to whether he 
intended to mislead the House by declaring on 
Jan. 7, 1881, that “Secret conspiracies do not 
now exist in Ireland.” Mr. Parnell, excusing 
himself on the ground that he wished to prevent 
the Coercion Bill from passing, acknowledged :— 
“I mean that it was a boastful and an exaggerated 
statement, and probably chosen to mislead the 
House as to the greater or lesser existence of 
secret societies in Ireland.” This strange 
admission, was heard with some surprise in court. 

* * * 


Mr. Parnell reverted to this point on Tuesday. 
The writer of the concise summary in the Evening 
Standard stated that Mr. Parnell now said that 
on reference to his speech in ‘‘Hansard’’ he 
found that he had been referring to the Ribbon 
Societies, which began to crumble away in 
1872, and not to the Fenian organisations. “Had 
he intended to include the latter in his refer- 
ence, what he said would undoubtedly have 
been a misstatement of fact; but they were 
not in his mind at all. ‘Then the question of the 
missing Land League books and correspondence 
was again taken up; but so far as the witness 
was concerned very little additional light was 
thrown upon the subject, inasmuch as he had, he 
said in effect, either never possessed the inform- 
ation required from him or had forgotten it. Dr. 
Kenny, Mr. T. Harrington, and Mr. Moloney 
would furnish such particulars as were available, 
and they probably knew more about the matter 
than anybody else. 

* * * * 

Mr. Parnell was keenly pressed by the Attorney- 
General with regard to the defence of certain 
Moonlighters at the Cork Winter Assizes, and 
especially respecting one Connell, who turned 
informer. Witness, who was in Kilmainham at 
the time, became aware of certain important 
facts concerning this man Connell, but he did 
not communicate his knowledge to the author- 
ities, because hebelieved thatthey werethoroughly 
resolved to accept Connell’s evidence, and that 
no interference on his part would do any good. 
Mr. Parnell was totally ignorant as to whether 
a hundred guineas were paid out of the 
funds of the Land League for the defence 
of the Moonlighters, and he would give no 
definite answer to the question whether he would 
have approved of such a payment, inasmuch as 
he was not acquainted with the whole of the 
circumstances. In the course of an examination 
of portions of the League accounts before the 
Court, it appeared that occasionally Mr. Parnell 
had paid out of his own private account sums of 
money on behalf of the League. After this, Mr. 
Parnell was catechised as to his knowledge of a 
number of persons—General Millen amongst 
them—well understood to be connected with the 
advanced section of the Nationalist Party, and 
declared that the majority of them were complete 
strangers to him... i

During a temporary break in the cross-exami- 
nation, caused by the reading of more speeches 
and newspaper articles, Mr. W. O’Brien and 
Mr. Harrington entered the court at a quarter- 
pasttwo. Neither gentlemen wore prison Clothes, 
and both looked in excellent health and spirits. 
Mr. O'Brien wore his beard and moustache, and 
seemed not to have been under the hands of a 
barber for some time. Mr. Harrington was 
clean-shaven, and the absence of his usually 
heavy moustache had considerably altered his 
appearance.

In parenthesis, we would urge the Masters of 
the Academy Schools to be as encouraging as 
they fairly can to the budding young artists, 
whose talents it should be their duty to foster. 
This remark, however, has nothing to do with 
Mr. Wyllie. He soon forsook the land for the 
sea, and his great successes have been in scenes 
where sky and water play an equal part, while 
his pictures have each year attracted increasing 
notice. Among his best-known works, by means 
of which he has steadily won his way to the front 
rank among the artists of the day, may be 
mentioned ‘‘ Northern Lights,” ‘‘ Tracking in 
Holland,’ “A Dutch Canal,” and others, in 
which his sympathy with Dutch scenes and 
Dutch skies is displayed with considerable effect. 

æ * * . 

A more important work, *‘ Sea-Birds,” which 
was exhibited first at the Royal Academy in 1874 
and afterwards at Paris in 1878, attracted much 
notice. The subject was a wreck on the Good- 
win Sands, but all signs of the storm have passed 
away, and the seagulls are flying over the 
stranded ship, which lies helpless and deserted. 
The surface of the water is broken only by a 
light breeze, but in the distance the lowering 
clouds which worked the havoc are still seen, 
their dark shadows broken by the bright tints 
‘of a rainbow. 

* * * * 


From that time onwards Mr. Wyllie has been a 
constant exhibitor at the Royal Academy and at 
the Institute, choosing chiefly scenes of river or 
seaside life, and, above all, attracted by the hurry 
and bustle of the Thames and the Tyne. His 
“Port of London,” exhibited at Burlington 
House in 1882, was almost the first indication of 
his tendency in this direction; but in the follow- 
ing year he created a sensation with his rendering 
of a somewhat similar part of the Thames, under 
the title of ** Toil, Glitter, Grime, and Wealth, on 
a Flowing Tide.”” The picture was at once pur- 
chased by the Council of the Royal Academy out 
of the Chantrey Bequest, and was thereby recog- 
nised as one of the best. pictures of the year. 

* * ¢ * 

Mr. Wyllie also painted ‘‘ King Coal,” “The 
River of Gold,” and other works, in all of which 
the dignity of labour is recognised and realised. 
‘When the wind blows merrily, Mr. Wyllie is 
glad to be away to the North Sea or elsewhere in 
his yawl, with his family party, passing many 
weeks at a spell on board, only coming within 
sight of land in order to add to the num- 
ber of his sketches. Although a thorough 
artist, he is at the same time a devoted sailor— 
not only a fair- weather, harbour - haunting 
yachtsman, but ready at all times to spread 
the white wings of his yacht and scud across the 
foam-crested waves in search of life and excite- 
ment. Last year Mr. Wyllie's picture, entitled 
t‘ Neptune’s Garden,” failed to find a place at 
Burlington House, and it was consequently 
exhibited at the Grosvenor Gallery; but this 
little contretemps was no hindrance to his success, 
for on the strength of this work, as well as on his 
other achievements, Mr. Wyllie was elected an 
Associate last January. He is an artist every 
Englishman should be proud of, as his Art is 
“ English, you know, quite English.”

THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 


A. MAGNIFICENT monument of the skill and 
industry of France under the Republic, the 
Great International Exhibition at Paris was 
brilliantly 

OPENED BY PRESIDENT CARNOT, 
on Monday last. With President Carnot, we 
heartily hope this splendid Exhibition will 
materially increase the concord of the civilised 
nations of the world, the European members of 
which, armed to the teeth, have hitherto been 
too prone to regard each other with suspicion 
and jealousy. We are informed by Mrs. Craw- 
ford, the exceedingly well - informed Paris 
Correspondent of the Daily News, that President 
Carnot (the fruitless attempt of a maniac to shoot

whom on Sunday had evidently called forth much 
public sympathy for him) was loudly cheered on 
Monday. 

M. SADI CARNOT 


(portrayed in the last number of The Penny Illus- 
trated Paper) proceeded in an open carriage from 
the Palace of the Elysée to the Champs de 
Mars—now a superb Town, rather than Field, of 
Peace. The carriages drove under the Eiffel 
Tower—a triumphal arch such as no Cæsar ever 
dreamt of—past the monumental fountain which 
was just then unveiled, and over the terrace 
which was a swamp but three days ago, and is 
now laid out with gravelled walks and adorned 
with colossal statues. The President drove be- 
tween two lines of soldiers, behind whom stood 
dense masses of people who repeatedly cheered 
him. Attwoo’clockhealighted in front of the Cen- 
tral Dome, where the Guard of Honour consisted 
of French Infantry, Annamite Tirailleurs, Arabs, 
Senegalese, and Hindoos. The President was 
received by M. Tirard and the other Ministers, 
and, as he alighted, a final cheer was raised by 
the crowd in the Champs de Mars.

This was of 
the capote shape, having a garland of pink 
geraniums, and fastened on the head with a 
diamond arrow. She was presented in the morn- 
ing, by the Horticultural Section, with a basket 
of flowers consisting of roses to represent France 
and orchids to represent foreign countries. 


M. CARNOT IN PRAISE OF LIBERTY. 


M. Carnot, in his reply to M. Tirard’s excel- 
lent address, set forth the object of the Exhi- 
bition, which, he said, was a manifestation of 
peace and goodwill among nations. Dwelling 
on the progress of mankind during this century, 
the President said :— An 

“ How admirably has human activity developed 
since it has been freed from the fetters of the 
past! How marvellously has public health 
grown under the influence of emancipated labour 
and the removal of obstacles to trade! The 
average of húman life has increased, and the 
death-rate decreased. In the bracing atmosphere 
of Liberty the mind recovered its initiative ; 
Science soars to unattained heights; steam and 
electricity change the face of the earth. A 
century that had witnessed such miracles de- 
serves to be celebrated.” The President, after 
again wishing the guests of France welcome, 
declared the Exhibition open. 

THE PRESIDENT’S TOUR OF INSPECTION, 

M. Carnot then proceeded to inspect the 
Exhibition. Beginning with the Palace of In- 
dustries, the pa entered the Machinery 
Gallery, the machines of which were set in 
motion. ‘Lhe British section had a large share 
of the honours of the day. Leaving the gallery, 
the President walked through the Cairo street, 
which is one of the most attractive features of 
the Exhibition. and reached the Palace of Liberal 
Arts, where the Forcign Commissioners were

The South American build- 
ings were next visited, and then the colossal 
fountain, the Palace of Fine Arts, the British 
section, which is the most important of the 
foreign displays, the prehistoric dwellings, and, 
lastly, the Colonial Exhibition on the Place des 
Invalides. 
THE ENGLISH EXHIBITORS 


were very much pleased at the way in which 
M. Carnot noticed their section. Despite the 
Sugar Convention, and the absence of Lord 
Lytton in pursuance of orders from his chief, 
the President made a particular point of looking 
at our exhibits, but of course had not time to 
examine them in detail. The machinery for the 
illumination of the Main Central Dome and the 
magnificent machinery gallery was inspected, 
which engineers deem even a greater wonder 
than the Eiffel Tower. Messrs. Davey, Paxman, 
and Co., in conjunction with the Société Gramme 
of Paris, supply by far the most important part 
of the lighting of the Exhibition. 


THE EIFFEL TOWER, 


as may be judged from our large Illustration, 
will certainly be the great attraction of the Paris 
Exhibition of 1889. The novelty of its form; 
its height of very nearly 1000 ft.; the figure 
of its weight, 73,000,000 kilogrammes; the 
number of steps from the bottom to the top, 
1600; the fact that its elevators (sketched in 
the last Number of The Penny Illustrated Paper) 
can convey 2000 people an hour to the first 
platform, and 750 persons an hour to the summit 
of the tower in seven minutės ;—all these details 
of singular modernity seem to fascinate the in- 
habitants of distant countries even more than 
they fascinate the French. 

On the first platform of the tower, 200 ft. from 
the ground, is a superficies of nearly 6000 square 
yards, a regular town in itself, with its terraces, 
balconies, and promenades, its English, Flemish, 
French, and Russian restaurants, and in the 
centre a gaping gulf, at the bottom of which you 
see the earth and people walking on it like 
Liliputian creatures. Whatever may be the 
utility of the tower, its popularity cannot be 
contested; it may be only the most colossal 
scientific toy yet invented, but it will never- 
theless reveal to average humanity a number of 
new sensations, and a striking vision of the sky, 
and of the grandiose panorama of one of the 
capitals of the world reduced to the dimensions 
of a mere, brown, silent and leprous spot on the 
face of the globe, for such is the aspect of Paris 
from the upper platforms of the Eiffel Tower. 

M. Gustave Eiffel, the distinguished French 
engineer who designed this enormous tower, is 
sketched as he proudly unfurled the tricolor of 
France on the summit a short time ago. We 
refer our engineering readers who would wish to 
learn more about M. Eiffel and his wonderful 
Eiffel Tower to a handy Sixpenny pamphlet, 
called ‘‘The Eiffel Tower,” and published by 
Messrs. F. C. Hagen and Co., 328, High 
Holborn, W.C. Born in Dijon in 1832, and 
educated at the Ecole Centrale des Arts et Manu- 
factures, M. Gustave Eiffel was prominently con- 
nected with the Paris Exhibitions of 1867 and 
1878, and is honourably associated with many 
engineering triumphs in France. 


THE TOWER ILLUMINATED. 


The Night Fête on Monday combined the 
brilliancy of our own Exhibition Garden Illu- 
minations (which we miss so much now at South 
Kensington) with the eclipsing cae] of the 
Eiffel Tower transformed into a Tower of Light. 

At the signal, all the gardens were suddenly 
bathed in light. All the three cupolas of the 
Exhibition Building, the Machine Gallery, and 
the facades were outlined with many-coloured 
lamps. The interminable covered walks had each 
in the centre of the awninga row of Edison lamps 
extending from end to end. The numerous 
fountains were illuminated, and the effect of the 
beautiful and ski y-blended colours of the 
water, contrasting with the: ect whiteness of 
the statues, was almost magical. ‘The building 
of the Trocadéro rivalled in point of beauty tlie 
Exhibition itself. 

But the supreme wonder of science was the 
Eiffel Tower. Allits archés and main shafts were 
outlined with incandescent lamps. On its summit 
was an arc light of immense size, which utterly 
cast into the shade the brightness of the moon. 
The rays of the light, which penetrated in all 
directions, were meant to announce to the 
dwellers in the suburbs and villages outside Paris

PARIS EN FETE. 

The main streets of the Faubourg St. Germain, 
far from being empty, were densely crowded 
by thousands eager to sec the illuminated Eiffel 
‘ower, which, as the night wore on, became the 
scene of more and more astonishing displays. 
The height of its base is so gigantic that the 
four arches of the first storey rise high above the 
Exhibition Buildings, tall though they are, and 
are as clearly seen from the streets as from the 
grounds. ‘the Place de la Concorde was the 
scene of a grand pyrotechnic display. 

The Seine was transformed into a likeness of 
the Grand Canal of Venice, and with the strains 
of passing music from the lantern-dotted boats, 
the illusion was almost complete. Displays of 
fireworks were given upon the Pont Neut, on the 
terrace of the ‘Tuileries, and at the well-known 
“ Island of Swans.’’ On the Boulevards the fun 
was fast and furious. All the itinerant musicians 
were allowed to give examples of their various 
styles on the asphalte; the primo tenore assoluto 
of the slums was in great “form,” as also 
were his accompanying fiddlers, harpists, and 
accordion-players, and people sat outside the 
cafés listening to them with evident amusement 
until a very late hour. We have, in fine, the 
satisfaction of congratulating the heads of the 
French Republic upon the complete and 
triumphant success of the inauguration of their 
grand Exhibition. 


COOK’S EXHIBITION EXCURSIONS. 


There is one particular agency which may with 
confidence be trusted to pilot visitors on the 
cheapest terms to and from Paris, to board and 
lodge them well in “The Gay City,” and to 
guide them swiftly to the chief sights of the 
French capital. As the Daily Telegraph rightly 
says, Messrs. Thos. Cook and Son (of Ludgate- 
circus, London) having had a large experience of 
previous Exhibitions—in 1878 they booked 75,000 
passengers to Paris, and issued 400,000 ad- 
missions to the Exhibition—are making complete 
arrangements, which not only cover the sale of 
tickets for the several routes, but extend also to 
the provision of hotel and boarding-house accom- 
modation, and ‘‘ personally conducted ” trips to 
Paris and back. ` 

It will be possible for an artisan, belonging to 
a Cook’s party of not less than twenty-five, to 
proceed to Paris, third class, and put up at the 
Hôtel Longchamps for four days, where he will 
get bed, lights, attendance, meat breakfast, and 
knife-and-fork tea, at an inclusive charge, in- 
cluding travelling, of £2 9s. 9d., or if he stops a 
week, £3 9s. 3d. Should he wish to journey 
second class the terms would be £2 16s. 9d. for 
four days, and £3 16s. 3d. for seven; whilst if he 
wishes for a little superior accommodation, such 
as can be had at the Hotel a and other hotels 
of that class, he would be asked to pay from 
£3 3s. 9d. to £5 Os. 9d. for a week’s trip, every- 
thing included excepting out-of-pocket expenses. 

The two hotels named have been especially 
fitted up and furnished. The Hôtel Rapp, 
situated close to the main entrance of the Exhi- 
bition, can receive 180 guests. It has balconies 
with views of the City of Paris, the Eiffel Tower, 
and the gardens and buildings of the 'l'rocadéro. 
The rates for bed-room, lights, service, and meat 
breakfast are 7s. 6d. per day, or, with table d'hóte 
dinner, 10s. The Hótel Longchamps, five minutes 
from the entrance to the Trocadéro, will be 
cheaper, the scale for bed, lights, service, and 
breakfast being 4s. 6d. per day, or, with meat- 
tea, 6s. 6d. At the same hotel a superior class 
of accommodation can be provided for 6s., or 8s. 
with the meat-tea. 

As on the occasion of previous exhibitions, it 
will be absolutely necessary for Cook and Son’s 
passengers to register their names, in order to 
secure rooms as long in advance as possible, a 
fee of 1s., in some cases 6d., being charged. 
Cook’s “cards”” will be recognised at several 
hotels, besides the coupons, and the rates vary 
from 6s. 6d. in the Rue du Beaume to 20s. per 
day at the Grand Hotel.

When the Claribel fell in with the wreck she had 
herself been in the storm, and had lost all her boats. 
The captain, therefore, took his steamer as near to 
the floating wreck as he could with safety, and then 
sent lifebuoys attached to ropes. By these means 
the survivors—five in number—were rescued. ‘Ihe 
shipwrecked people, before the abandonment, could 
see numerous sharks swimming about in the water.

We have in the above Illustration a case of ‘‘ Dia- 
mond cut Diamond ” with a vengeance. The Kim- 
berley Diamond Mines of the Cape Colony, including 
also those of Du Toit’s Pan, Old De Beers, and 
Bultfontein, extend over an area of six square miles 
in a barren and dreary country, formerly called West 
Griqualand, where at least thirty thousand people 
have been collected since 1870, and costly machinery, 
with vast excavations and artificial waterworks, is 
applied to the getting of precious stones, to the 
value of millions sterling year after year.

Men of various nations and classes are constantly 
engaged in this work, and large numbers of Kaffirs, 
Zulus, Bechuanas, Basutos, and other natives of 


South Africa find profitable employment as labourers ; 
but their propensity to steal, or at least to smuggle, 
by taking diamonds without a license, gives the 
authorities frequent trouble. Sometimes, when a 
dark-skinned ‘‘ runner” has unlawfully appropriated 
a lot of diamonds, he mounts a horse and rides away 
towards the frontier of the Orange Free State, where 
he would be safe from pursuit.

It is very likely that, on searching his clothes, 
not a single diamond can be discovered, for he will 
have swallowed all when he felt himself in danger of 
capture.

The police and prison authorities, perhaps with 
the aid of a medical officer, then begin to *‘ pro- 
spect,”” as the miners say, for the extraction of 
diamonds from his body. Copious doses of emetics 
and, it may be, of other drugs are forcibly admin- 
istered to the culprit. In one case, we are told, a 
man so treated was made to yield two diamonds on 
the first day, nine on the second, and twenty-four 
the third day; but he took a pride in assuring 
the superintendent that “ there ’s lots more.”

His mother was opposed to the marriage, 
and in consequence of that the difficulty 
arose. The defendant desired to escape 
from his engagement. The plaintiff had 
a child, of which she alleged that the de- 
fendant was the father, and she was cross- 
examined about this at the trial. 


MR. BARON HUDDLESTON 


appeared to take a strong view against 
the plaintiff, and under his cross-examin- 
tion she showed grent excitement, con- 
sidering that she was being hardly treated. 
Being a foreigner, and not understanding 
the proceedings of the court, while but 
imperfectly understanding English, she 
did not sufficiently realise her position. 
Questions were asked her, in cross- 
examination about the child, which she 
objected to answer. po a the time 
had come when she would be able to 
vindicate her position among all her 
friends, she was exceedingly irritated at 
what took place. She protested that the 
defendant had no right after six years, and 
never having answered her letters, to ask 
after the child, and, stamping her foot, 
she said: “I will not have it!” The 
learned Judge directed her to answer the 
questions that had been put to her, and 
on her refusing to do so he directed the 
jury to find a verdict for the defendant. 
She had no conception that the case would 
thus come to an end. ‘lhe motion fora 
new trial was granted; but, as there had 
been a misapprehension, the costs would 
be costs in the cause.
